For  the  Condemnation  of  a permanent  right  of  way  for  aewer  eaaement  purpoaea  and 
a temporary  right  of  way  for  Construction  purposes  across  parts  of 

Sections  28  and  33  situated  in  Township  30  North,  Range  12  East,  all  in  Allen 
County,  Indiana. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  that 
there  be  condemned  a permanent  right  of  way  for  sewer  purposes  10  feet  in  width  and  a 
temporary  right  of  way  for  sewer  construction  purposes  30  feet  in  width,  both  on  the 
west  side  of  a base  line  to  be  described,  and  a permanent  right  of  way  on  the  East 
side  of  said  base  line  10  feet  in  width,  or  to  a width  such  as  is  necessary  to  be  co- 
incident with  the  West  property  lines  of  lots  335  to  331  inclusive,  in  Waynedale  Gar- 
dens Second  Addition  Extended  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and  lots  101  to  74 
inclusive  in  Waynedale  Gardens  Second  Addition  to  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana,  and 
lots  166  to  169  inclusive,  lots  62  to  72  inclusive,  lots  75  and  76,  and  lots  120  to  133 
inclusive,  all  in  Abner  S.  Elzey's  Third  Addition  to  the  original  plat  of  Waynedale, 
Allen  County,  Indiana,  and  lots  105  to  84  inclusive,  all  in  Abner  S.  Elzey's  Second 
Addition  to  Waynedale,  Allen  County,  Indiana.  All  rights  of  way  to  be  parallel  with 
and  measured  from  the  base  line  which  is  more  particularly  described  as  follows,  to 
wit: 

Beginning  at  a point,  said  point  being  located  10  feet  West  of  the  North- 
west corner  of  lot  335  in  said  Waynedale  Gardens  Second  Addition  Extended, 
which  point  is  also  60  feet  East  of  the  West  line  of  the  Indiana  Service 
Corporation's  vacated  right  of  way;  thence  Southerly  and  60  feet  East  of 
and  parallel  to  the  West  line  of  said  Indiana  Service  Corporation’s  va- 
cated right  of  way  to  the  South  line  extended  West  of  lot  92  in  said  Wayne- 
dale Gardens  Second  Addition;  thence  Southerly  and  56  feet  East  of  and 
parallel  to  the  West  line  of  said  Indiana  Service  Corporation's  vacated 
right  of  way  from  the  South  line  extended  West  of  said  lot  92  in  said 
Waynedale  Gardens  Second  Addition  to  the  South  line  extended  West  of  lot 
74  in  said  Waynedale  Gardens  Second  Addition;  thence  Southerly  and  60 
feet  East  of  and  parallel  to  the  West  line  of  said  Indiana  Service  Cor- 
poration's vacated  right  of  way  from  the  South  line  extended  West  of 
said  lot  74  in  said  Waynedale  Gardens  Second  Addition  to  the  North  line 
of  the  Lower  Huntington  Road;  thence  beginning  at  a point  on  the  South 
line  of  the  Lower  Huntington  Road,  located  30  feet  East  of  the  West 
line  of  the  now  vacated  Indiana  Service  Corporation's  right  of  way;  thence 
Southerly  and  parallel  and  30  feet  East  of  the  V/est  line  of  the  now  vacated 
Indiana  Service  Corporation's  right  of  way  to  10  feet  South  of  the  North 
line  extended  West  of  said  lot  3 in  Elzey's  Second  Addition; 

Also  a permanent  right  of  way  for  sewer  purposes  10  feet  in  width,  North  and  South 
of  the  following  described  centerline,  and  a temporary  right  of  way  for  sewer  con- 
struction purposes  30  feet  in  width  located  adjacent  to  and  South  of  said  line,  which 
line  is  described  as  follow^  to  wit: 

Commencing  at  a point  20  feet  East  of  the  V/est  line  of  the  Indiana 
Service  Corporation's  right  of  way  and  10  feet  South  of  the  North 
line  extended  West  of  lots  3,  4 and  5 in  said  Elzey's  Second  Ad- 
dition; thence  Easterly  and  10  feet  South  of  the  North  line  of  said 
lots  3,  4 and  5 to  the  Westerly  line  of  Bradbury  Avenue; 

except  for  any  part  thereof  recorded  as  permanent  easements  for  sewer 
purposes  of  all  the  above  descriptions. 

Which  temporary  right  of  way  shall  expire  within  three  (3)  years  from  the  date 
of  the  adoption  of  this  Resolution. 

All  *s  shewn  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  Condemnation  of  right  of  way  for  sewer 
purposes  as  above  described,  now  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Works  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indiana. 
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The  cost  of  said  Condemnation  of  right  of  way  for  sewer  easement  purposes  and 
temporary  right  of  way  for  construction  purposes  shall  be  assessed  against  the  property 
beneficially  affected  thereby. 


The  property  which  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected  by  such  Condemnation 
of  right  of  way  for  sewer  easement  purposes  and  temporary  right  of  way  for  construction 
purposes  is  described  as  follows:  Sections  28  and  33  situated  in  Township  30  North, 
Range  12  East,  all  in  Allen  County,  Indiana. 


All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  Act  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled  "An  Act  Concerning  Municipal  Corporation," 
as  approved  March  6,  1905  and  the  provisions  of  all  acts  amendatory  thereto  and 
supplemental  thereof,  including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  installments  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  five  percent  (5%)  per  annum.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of 
Fort  Wayne,  Indiana  be  or  be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  the  said 
property  owner  or  owners,  or  for  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  bonds,  except  for  such 
moneys  as  shall  have  been  actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such 
property  damages  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled  act  required  to  pay.  All  Pro- 
ceedings had  in  the  making  of  said  improvement,  assessment  of  property,  collection  of 
assessments  and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said  above  en- 
titled act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 


All  streets,  lots  and  lands  affected  by  the  above  described  Condemnation  are  sit- 
uated in  the  Sections  28  and  33  situated  in  Township  30  North,  Range  12  East,  all  in 
Allen  County,  Indiana.
